It  is  regrettable  that  space  allows  only  a  page  in  a  book, 
and  human  facility  allows  only  words,  for  such  space  and 
mere  words  can  never  fully  express  what  hundreds  of  his 
boys"  feel  in  their  hearts  for  Mr.  J.  H.  Landrum  To  say, 
"Thank  you,"  or  that  we  "appreciate"  what  he  has  done, 
would  be  gross  understatements. 

Of  course,  one  could  enumerate  any  number  of  exter- 
nals One  couid  say  that  Mr.  Landrum  gave  a  boy  a  new 
lease  en  life  by  giving  him  the  printing  trade,  a  way  to 
make  his  living  in  the  world.  Or,  one  could  say  that  Mr. 
Landrum  caught  more  English  than  could  evar  be  learned 
in  any  number  of  text-books.  One  could  remember  his 
friendlv  smile,  his  wholesome  humor,  or  the  reserved  dig- 
nity which  labeled  him  a  true  Southern  gentleman  from 
Georgia.
